You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
town, on the 13th day of March next, at nine of the clock in the 
forenoon to act on the following subjects: 

1. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 

2. To hear the reports of the selectmen and other town 
officers, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 

3. To choose a member of the board of selectmen for the 
ensuing three years. 

4. To choose a member of the board of selectmen for the 
ensuing year. 

5. To choose a trustee of the Trust Funds for the ensuing 
three years. 

6. To choose a library trustee for the ensuing three years. 

7. To choose all other necessary town officers and agents 
for the ensuing year. 

8. To choose a tax collector to collect the balance of the 
1932 tax. 

9. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
repairing highways and determine the price to be paid per hour 
for labor for a man, man and team, or man and truck. 

10. To raise such sums as may be necessary to secure State 
aid for permanent highway improvement. 

11. To see what sum the town will vote to raise for snow 
removal and appropriate money therefor. 

12. To see what sums the town will vote to pay the just 
debts of the town, raise and appropriate money therefor. 

18. To raise such sums as may be necessary for Old Age 
Assistance. 

14. To raise such sums as may be deemed necessary for the 
support of the town poor. 

15. To raise such sums as may be necessary for other nec- 
essary town charges. 

16. To see if the town will vote a discount on taxes paid on 
or before June 1, and Sept. 1, 1984. 

17. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

18. To see what action the town will take in relation to 
White Pine Blister Rust control. 
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19. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to ad- 
minister or dispose of any real estate acquired by the town through 
Tax Collector’s deeds. 


20. As provided by the laws of 1933, chapter 99, section 
22, Local Option. To see whether beer or other alcoholic bever- 
ages shall be manufactured or sold locally as permitted under 
this act. 


21. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

Superintendent's Report 


To the Unity School Board: 


I hereby submit my first annual report as your superintend- 
ent of schools. 

I know little of your schools except what I have observed 
Since last September. I trust that you will consider my sugges- 
tions as those of a new man who does not as yet understand all 
conditions. 

I found in September two teachers from last year’s force, 
Miss Anna Kane at Unity Centre and Miss Irene Tupper at the 
Quaker School. I consider them superior teachers in that they 
prepare their work well, waste no time in class, and make work 
clear and interesting to the pupils. Mrs. L. Alice Douglass, who 
has taught for me about three years, is a thorough, painstaking 
teacher. She has a good school at East Unity. Miss Ethel Reed, 
an experienced teacher, is doing very successful work at the 
County School, and the pupils are making good progress, 

After consultation with Commissioner James N. Pringle, it 
was determined that the school at Unity Centre could be divided 
without any added expenses to the local tax-payer. Miss Gretel 
Palmer was placed in charge of the four lower grades and Miss 
Anna Kane made principal. Miss Palmer is well adapted to the 
work with small children and is doing a fine piece of work for a 
beginner. 

About two hundred and fifty dollars is allowed by the State 
for books and supplies in Unity. Any year that it is not all 
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spent, the State takes off a later check the difference. To me it 
seems a short sighted policy to spend in any year less than the 
State allows for two reasons. First, even able teachers need good 
books and the right supplies to have the pupils do their best work. 
Second, if money is turned back to the State one or two years, the 
district is bound to be placed in a position where it will have to 
spend in one year more than the State will allow, and the excess 
will come out of local taxation. 

Mrs. Z. L. Hasham has continued her excellent work. She 
helped in many ways to keep the children strong and well. The 
State and Nation has furnished cod liver oil and milk to those who 
needed. them. In connection with this work may I suggest that 
it would be a help if we could find a way to finance a dental clinic. 

I feel that there must be a way to unite the Quaker School 
and the County School into two schools with four grades in each. 
It might be necessary to reopen the Church School and close the 
Quaker School. I believe that the plan could be carried out with- 
out extra expense to the District cr the State. At least it should 
be studied. 

I wish to thank the Unity School Board and the teachers for 
their kindness and help during this first part of my first year as 
your superintendent.
